Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1,3, 4-8, 10-14, 16, 17, 19, 20, 22 and 23 are allowed in light of the 
applicant arguments and in light of the prior art made of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record failed to disclose: make obvious, or otherwise suggest: a method of archiving a 
database, comprising storing a plurality of archive logs comprising transmitting a 
plurality of asynchronous streams to a backup database wherein a first asynchronous 
stream of said plurality of asynchronous streams is transmitted asynchronously with 
respect to a second asynchronous stream of said plurality of asynchronous streams, 
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wherein each asynchronous stream of the plurality of asynchronous streams 
corresponds to a particular archive log of the plurality of archive logs, and wherein a 
predetermined number of the plurality of asynchronous streams, that is set by a user in 
a config file, are transmitted simultaneously in parallel as recited in claims 1 , 12, 14. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record failed to disclose: a method, a computer readable medium and an apparatus for 
performing automatic recoveries on an archived database comprising transferring a 
predetermined plurality of the recopies files as asynchronous streams transferred in 
parallel from the operational database to the backup database as recited in claims 8, 17 
and 23. 

The dependent claims 3, 5-7, 10, 11,13, 16, 19 and 22, being further limiting to 
the independent claims 1, 8, 12, 14, 17 and 20 definite and fully enable by the 
specification are also allowed. .
